Leading off the intros this month is PAUL KINNALY, JR. His DX gear 
includes a Sony 3TR-V55 receiver, an Archer 6 element antenna and an 
Archer rotor at 20' for FM, a Sony KV~1212 Color TV, RCA VHF-UHF antenna 
and an Alliance rotor at 30' for Tv, and a Bearcat 250 with a Channel 
Master multiband dipole at 25' for PSB. Paul is also a member of NASWA 
and RCMA, and has several calls: WDX1PK (HF), KMAIPK (VHF), and 
KEQ2383 (CB). He writes, "In all honesty, my days as a DXer are 
pretty much over.

I've logged FM stations in all New England states plus several others, 
and PSB stations in about 25 states. I also enjoy video recording and, 

if I ever do any serious TV DXing, intend to videotape any results, just 
as I audiotape my radio catches. Located as I am just 4 miles from the 
bulk of Boston's many TV and FM transmitters, DXing is a real challenge!" 

Next up is new member RICK MATTHEW. He's a 32 year old technician 
who also belongs to SPEEDX, ASWLC, NASWA, CANDX, CIDX, SDXC and RCMA.

As you read this, our dues stand at $15 per year: The reason for 
the increase is simple: it costs us more'to prepare the WU and send it 
to you. At present, the average: VUD costs 68¢ to print. Rad to this the 
present two ounce vostage rate, 35¢, and you have a total cost of $1.03 
per issue, or $12.36 per year, Now, while the postal rate commission has 
put a temporary halt to a postage rate increase, it is inevitable that 
the rates will go up. As you recall, the last request was for 20¢ first 
class. This would amount to a two ounce rate of 39¢, or a 4¢ per issue 
increase. This-would add 48¢ more to the cost of vUD mailing. Printing 
rates are also always subject to increase. Hence, the poard saw the 
necessity for a dues increase, hopefully the last for a long time. The 
increase will give.us a hedge against cost increases in the near future, 
and help build up the club bank account, which was almost totally | 
expended to pay for the printing of the latest Tv Station Guide. We 
have cut corners to reduce expenses, As you've noticed, the VUD is now 
printed on thinner paper, to allow ug to send you more pages at the two 
ounce rate. We've not sent out an IRCA/NRC mailing this year, which saves 
around $75. Three former board members, all of whom were performing other 
duties for the club since leaving the board, will be required to pay the 
editor's rate effective the first of the year (they were receiving a free 
membership). Editors will bear the full brunt of this increase, with oe 
their dues going up $2 to $12 per year. The dues for foreign members aes 
also go up, as their postage rates have gone up markedly. At present, t 
board is considering a proposal to move the publishing and mailing to 
another city to cut expenses and speed up mailing out of the VUD. Dues 
have not gone up in over two years, and hopefully won't go up for quite 
a while. Our club is not alone in this problem. If you belong to other 
clubs, you'll see they have the same problem. we hope you'll bear with 
us as we try to keep costs down and improve service. . 

Speaking of service, I must admit, I really blew it. I ve had a 
report from Robert Grant hiding in my apartment for quite a while. My 
sincere apologies, Robert. It's a bit old, so you'll have to get out your 
back issues to look up some of the stuff: "I have received my February 
19831 vuD, and I would like to comment on Technical Topics' notes on 
stations running color bar patterns. Many stations don't bother to 
superimpose their identification over their color bars. First of all, 
the FCC requires some form of ID on the hour, testing or not (this is 
usually done on audio if the station is not supering an ID, real lot 
of help for a MS burst, hi). To any TV station engineers: if your 
station doesn't super an ID over their CB pattern, ask the boss if you 
can run an ID! I also thought that Bill Fahber's report on station 
offsets was very interesting (page 3). Now, if we could use digital 
frequency meters in our TV sets and get the FCC to enforce a single, 
exact, exclusive frequency for every station (i.e., WPIX at EXACTLY

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THE FCC'S BATTLE AGAINST THE UHF HANDICAP 


Since the beginning of UHF television in the 
early fifties, there has been a persistent 
lack of acceptance by the general public 
which has come to be known as the "UHF HANDI 
CAP," In the early sixties the FCC did a 
study to see if UHF signals could be re- 
ceived in dense urban areas and surrounding 
suburbs. After targeting the New York City 
area, the FCC came to the conclusion that 
UHRF reception could be just as adequate as 
VHF; and yet UHF handicap persisted, 

In 1978, Congress directed the FCC to see 
what could be done to improve UHF reception, 
and the "UHF Comparability Task Force" was 
established. Having studied the results of 
the New York project, the Task Force con- 
cluded that there's nothing wrong with the 
UHF stations: The signals are out there, but 
are not being received as well as they 
should, 

THREE SOURCES OF 
UHF HANDICAP 

The Task Force then called on the famous 
Louis Harris & Associates to do a survey on 
UHF-VHF reception. The survey uncovered not 
one, but three basic handicaps: programming, 


channel selection, and picture quality. 
PROGRAMMING: Before UHF came into existence, 
the three major commercial networks had 
pretty good coverage across the nation on 
the VHF spectrum. With the advent of UHF, 

a few additional network affiliates were es- 
tablished in fringe areas that could not 
already receive the networks. Other UHF 
stations were built in urban areas where 
they could survive as independent stations. 
The Lou Harris poll discovered that in areas 
where UHF stations were affiliates of the 
major networks, there was no problem with 
UHF reception by the public, 

CHANNEL SELECTION: Believe it or not, Ameri- 
cans are lazy. Networks are aware of this 
and often schedule their best rated programs 
early in the evening, knowing that viewers 
often just sit down and watch whatever comes 
on next. One station on a higher UHF chan 
nel went through the trouble of petitioning 
the FCC to assign a lower channel to the 
same city, so that it could change channels 
and move in closer to the other stations on 
the channel selector. It seemed that many 
viewers felt that the extra turn of the 
wrist was too much trouble to tune in the 
higher station. With these thoughts in mind, 
you can see the significance of the ease 
with which UHF stations can be tuned. In the 
Harris poll, 47% of those questioned felt 
that VHF tuning is easier than UHF, 33% felt 
no difference, and only 3% thought UHF was

easier to tune. 
PICTURE QUALITY: The most significant find~ 
ing of the Harris survey is in this area. In 
communities where VHF and UHF were both 
available, only 73% could receive UHF, and 
of that 73%, less than half could receive a 
decent picture, apparently a major contra- 
diction to the results af the New York study. 
The conclusion of the Harris survey was this: 
the UHF handicap exists because "Members of 
the public have not installed adequate 
receiving antenna systems for good UHF recep: 
tion," 

SOLUTION TO THE 

UHF HANDICAP 

In the past, UHF handicap had been fought 

by increasing the power of UHF stations and 
the sensitivity of television receivers. 


According to the Task Force, doubling the 
power of a broadcast station could cause a 
3 aB improvement in signal strength, but 
by improving the receiving system a gain of 
15 to 30 dB can be achieved, 

In 1959, the Television Allocation Study 
Organization (TASO) developed a grading sys- 
tem to rate picture quality into six grades: 

Excellent 41 dB or more 
Fine 33 to 41 GB 
Passable 28 to 33 dB 
Marginal 23 to 28 dB 
Inferior 17 to 23 dB 
Unusable less than 17 dB 

a6 GB gain in signal strength will raise 
the picture quality one TASO grade, approx- 
imately. Thus we can see the potential to be 
gained in picture quality by improving a poo 
antenna system, 

The Task Force also studied a large amount 
of equipment already on the market, as well 
as review a study by Public Broadcasting 
Systems on some equipment. The July, 1981 
issue of Radie-Electronics contained an arti 
cle by Dennis C,. Brown entitled "How to In- 
prove UHF Reception," in which he reported o 
a study of performance of equipment on the 
market. The study was done for the FCC by 
Georgia Tech. The report deliberately omit- 
ted brand names, but Mr. Brown was able to 
get that information from the FCC Office of 
Plans and Policy because of the Freedom of 
Information Act, He cautions, however, that 
the purpose of the Georgia Tech study was to 
study various types of equipment, not to 
compare brand names, and that no efforts 4 
made to determine if any of the samples they 
tested were superior or inferior to the 
average for that particular model. But the 
article does give excellent guidelines for 
assembling a top-rate UHF receiving system, 
and ne doubt the results of the study are 
fairly reliable, 
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controls be comparable in size, location and 
accessibility. (3) All-Channel Require- 
ments; The Task Force suggests that Manu— 
facturers no longer be required to include 
chanviels 70-83, since no broadcast. stations 
use these channels, and translators on these 
channels are gradually moving to ch. 69 or 
below. Then there's the new type of TV set 
every DXter should be without: the set with 
twelve VHF buttons and six channel-preselec- 
ted UBF buttons, or the set with twelve 
buttons set to preselected channels, 
Although such sets are a handicap in areas 
with seven or more UHF stations, the Task 
Force is as yet cautious to condemn such a 
setup, since it does offer equal UHF and VHF 
tuning ease. The matter is still under 
study. (4) Equality Requlations: Some 
regulations of this sort already exist. A 
set containing a built-in VHF antenna must 
also include a UHF antenna. Remote control 
sets must be geared for both VHF and UHF 
remote selection, But some sets were found 
to supply coaxial connectors for VHF but 
not for UHF, and some sets use coaxial or 
shielded cable for VHF inside the set, but 
not for UHF. The Task Force is not recom- 
mending that any particular type of cable or 
connector be used, but does think that what- 
ever is used for VHF should also be used for 
URF. 

TRANSMISSION SYSTEMS: Many UHF stations 
operate well below maximum power (5000 kw, 
visual) simply because it's not economically 
feasible to increase their power. The Task 
Force is looking into improvements that will 
reduce transmitting costs and thus act as an 
incentive for broadcasters to increase 
power. PBS. has been experimenting with a 
modulating. anode pulser, which can improve 
transmitter efficiency. The Task Force has 
been looking into a mlti-element depressed 
collector (MDC) which could triple the effi- 
ciency of existing transmitter tubes. Higher 
antenna towers could be a better alternative 
to higher power. Also considered by the Task 
Force is the possibility of relaxing the 
rule limiting aural power to within 10-20 % 
of the visual power. Some stations feel that 
they could be more effective with a weaker 
aural signal. 


IMPROVEMENT OF 
SIGNAL RECEPTION 

The Task Force report makes suggestions 
for improvement in three basic areas: Re- 
ceiving antenna systems, the television re- 
ceiver, and transmission systems. 
RECEIVING ANTENNA SYSTEMS: The Task Force has 
come up with six distinct recommendations for 
improving UHF reception: (1) An outdoor an- 
tenna is more likely to provide better pic~ 
ture quality than an indoor antenna; (2) Se- 
parate UHF and VHF antennas can provide 
better performance than a combined UHF-VHF 
antenna; (3) Four-bay and eight-bay bowtie 
antennas provide good performance at low 
cost. (In fact, the Radio-Electronics arti- 
cle showed one particular model four-bay to 
be almost as good as the six-foot dish!) The 
two-bay bowtie is good for an indoor antenna. 
The bowties are exceptions to the concept 
that performance and cost are directly 
proportional; (4) Antennas should be instal- 
led after "probing" for the best receiving 
lecation, since signal strength can vary 
significantly over very short distances. 
(I would also like to mention here that there! 
could be seasonal variations also; trees may 
cause no problems in the winter, but the 
leaves can drastically reduce signal strength 
in the summer); (5) Shielded cable (either 
coaxial or shielded twin-lead) is much better 
than conventional twin-lead. Baluns should be 
used when connected to the set; (6) Preamps 
will improve signal strength, but could also 
cause interference. 
THE TELEVISION RECEIVER: The Task Force 
proposed new rules and amendments to existing 
rules to cover such aspects of the television 
receiver as weak signal performance, channel 
selection, all-channel requirements, and 
HF-UHF equality regulations: (1) Weak Signal 
Performance: As UHF noise levels in a recei- 
iver are reduced, sensitivity to weak signals 
tends to increase. The average receiver 
previously had a 12 dB noise level, but newer 
receivers average 9 dB to meet tougher FCC 
standards, When stricter standards take 
effect in 1982, the noise levels should 
become less, and sensitivity should increase. 
But because noise level is not an accurate 
measure of weak-signal sensitivity, the Task 
Force recommends that a more reliable means 
of measurement be developed. Texas Instru- 
ments developed a receiver which was much 
more immune to "UHF taboo" interference (the 
type of interference described in the "New 
Kid in Town" article in the June, 1981 VUD, 
in the paragraph headed "minimum mileage 
separation), but the noise levels were too 
high. RF Monolithics is continuing the 
project with a receiver designed with elec- 
tronic tuning, resistance to interference, 
low noise figiire, and good weak-signal per- 
formance. (2) Channel Selection: The Task 
Force made a few recommendations already, but 
is not yet ready for more comprehensive 
recommendations until more studies of exist- 
ing appliances are completed. The Task Force 
suggests that channel readout on VHF and UHF 
ibe equally legible, and that the tuning 


FINAL 
CONCLUS IONS 

While many households don't consider UHF 
worth the trouble and expense, many others 
have equipped themselves with receiving sys- 
tems far insufficient for good reception. 
The Task Force recommends a consumer infor- 
mation program which would aid the consumer 
in selecting the right equipment. Also, as 
additional program sources and higher qua~ 
lity programs become available to UHF 
stations, more households will become inter- 
ested in receiving UHF. 

But the Task Force brings up one final 
point which is really worth considering: UHF 
will never compare with VHF. Simple physics 
dictates that higher frequencies cose more 
because more power is required. UHF will 
never enjoy the mass appeal that VHF enjoys 
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remote control. Public Broadcasting System 
(PBS) had been opposed to this because of its 
adverse effect on the prospects of Stereo and 
bilingual television, 

HAWAII: RadioCall, Inc., a common carrier in 
Hawaii petitioned the FCC to reallocate 488 
to 494 MHz (ch. 17) for fixed relay and 
control operations in that state, Although 
there are some UHF channels assigned to 
Hawaii, there is no channel 17 assignment. 
SPECIAL FEATURE FOR NEXT MONTH: If this new 
television season is anything like the past 
few years, the most interesting thing to 
atch on TV will be the Vertical Blanking 
Interval, The VBI has been mentioned in this 
column on a few occasions in the past few 
months with articles on Teletext and Line-21 
captioning. Next month FCC TV NEWS will 
fewture the VBI, what it does, what those 
hite Lines are along its bottom half, and 
some of the proposed changes being discussed 
within the FCC. Also, a tip on how the VBI 
might be helpful in identifying a station. 


’\ LITTLE BIT OF DALLAS IN TULSA, OKLAHOMA: 

I hadn't felt it newsworthy to report any 
proposed changes in the table of assignments 
because they take months or years before 
anything is done about them, But this report 
from Tulsa got me so steamed up I thought 
I'd bring it up. It's from the Federal Regis- 
ter, 8/12/81. The Oklahoma Educational Tele- 
vision Authority (OETA) applied to the FCC 
to change the noncommercial educational 
status in Tulsa from channel 1] to 
channel 2, OETA operates KOED-TV, ch. 11 in 
Tulsa and KOET, ch. 3 in Eufala, with basic~ 
ally the same programming. KJRH, an NBC affi- 
liate, operates on ch, 2 in Tulsa. Presently, 
KJRH and KOET have been having trouble with 
adjacent channel interference. Residents 
between Tulsa and Eufala have installed 
traps to eliminate either of the stations. 
But KJRH recently applied to relocate its 
transmitter to a place 20 miles closer to 
Eufala. The OETA petition, which has the 
support of KJRH, will put KJRH on channel 11, 
and KOED-TV on ch. 3. Thus residents between 
KOED-TV and KOET can choose between the two, 
still having one of the OETA stations, and 
KJRH. KJRH also agreed to provide OETA with 
over one million dollars worth of equipment 
if the switch is accomplished. But Tulsa 23, 
permittee of KOKI-TV, ch. 23 in Tulsa (in my 
opinion the villain in the story) is in 
agreement with the change for other reasons. 
Tulsa 23, asserting use of a policy estab- 
lished by the FCC called the Cheyenne Policy 
because of a case involving an FM assignment 
in Cheyenne, Wyoming, insists that a commer- 
cial assignment on channel 11 will be a new 
assignment, thus open for competing applica- 
tions. KJRH and Tulsa 23 would both have to 
compete for that VHF assignment. (Also, if 
Tulsa 23 is awarded the channel 11 assign- 
ment, KJRH could very easily lose its NBC 
affiliation to Tulsa 23.) Tulsa further says 
that even if OETA withdraws its application, 
the FCC should go ahead with the proposal 
anyway since it is in the public interest. 
(as if Tulsa 23 is really concerned about 
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without extensive government involvement in 
network activities and programming, But why 
should UHF be compared to VHF? VHF may have 
more mass appeal, but UHF has more potential 
fox speciality groups, religious groups, eth- 
nic groups, and minorities. UHF can put much 
more emphasis on. local programming than VHF 
stations tied down to network affiliation. 
(WMAR, ch, 2 in Baltimore is doing this, but 
lost its contract with CBS as a result.) 

UHF is growing and prospering. Applica- 
tions for new UHF stations are steadily 
pouring into the FCC office, and perhaps the 
efforts of the UHF Comparability Task Force 
will have helped UHF along the way. 
RESPONSES FROM QUESTION IN THE JULY COLUMN

ch, 50 in Fort Dodge, Iowa and WHFV, ch. 69 
in Fredericksburg, Maryland have been off 
the air for years.

NEW STATIONS ON THE AIR: Leslie Price 
reports that WKFT, ch, 40 in Fayetteville, 
North Carolina, began broadcasting on June 
1, 1981. WWAC-TV, ch. 53 in Atlantic City, 
NJ, began regular broadcasting on 7/29/81 
at 7:00 p.m. after only two hours of test 
pattern. 
NETWORK SWITCH IN BALTIMORE: WMAR, ch. 2 
(ex-CBS) and WBAL, ch. 11 (ex-NBC) are 
scheduled to switch networks on August 30. 
MARYLAND PUBLIC TELEVISION: I've wondered 
why WMPB-67 and WAPB-22 both include W62AY 
on their individual test patterns. According 
to Greg Monti, W62AY normally translates 
WAPB, but switches to WMPB whenever there is 
trouble with WAPB's signal. 
TWO NEW STV STATIONS IN PHILA, AND VINELAND, 
NJ: Greg also corrects me on WWSG-TV, ch. 

57 in Philadelphia, PA. Despite earlier 
plans, they are Selec-TV, not WHT. As for 
WREV, WWHT, and WSNL, from my observations, 
none of them seem to run parallel; they 

may have the same schedule, but run ahead of 
eachother by a few seconds to a few minutes. 
Naturally, W60AI runs parallel to WWHT since 
it is a translator, WWHT/WOOAI is the only 
one of the three to have a barker channel. 
AUDIO CARRIER MULTIPLEXING: Effective 8/28, 
Ty station licensees may communicate with 
Electronic News Gathering (ENG) crews using 
a subcarrier of the regular TV sound channel 
in response to a petition by Boston Broad- 
casters, Inc., licensees of WCVB-TV, ch. 5 
in Boston. Previously, multiplexing of the 
aural carrier was strictly for transmitting 
telemetry and alerting signals from trans- 
mitter site to the control point of a Tv 
broadcast station authorized to operate by

Some stations listed, such as WORT *89.7 Madison,are 
shown as not carrying any NPR programs, while other stations, like KVNO *90.7 Omaha [on which I have never heard any NPR 
material} are listed as full affitiates. So even published lists don’t clarify! 

WSIA *88.9 Staten Island [not “Richmond,” which is the county name] was to have come on the air in September. Its-tower is at 
Todt Hill behind St. Francis Seminary, and it is owned by the Sunnyside campus of the College of Staten Island. It will be on 6 am to 
midnight (to 3 a, m.

Art Thompson, WEME West Orange Nu, says they are not yet an educational organization, but are trying to get some slots in the 
educational band for FM translators.

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Q: "What is the most common VHF TV DX antenna among WIFDA members? Is this 
the best type, or a compromise?" 


Ai There seem to be almost as many types of VHF TV DX antennas in use as 
there are WIFDAers, but in recent years, there has been one top-line model 
that's gotten a lot of good results. The antenna is the Channel Master 
Quentum 1110. While this antenna does not have the highest gain figures 
available to TV DXers (that distinction may belong to Channel Master's giant 
3617B "Crossfire"), it offers what probably is the best front-to-back ratio, 
and the deepest nulls of any commerciaily available VHF TV antenna. We're 
not trying to sell Channel Master antennas here--Winegard and Jerrold also 
make extremely "hot" top-line antennas for VHF 1'V--but it seems as if top TV 
DXers agree that Channel Master's 1110 and 3617B are the ultimate in a single 
antenna for VHF TV DXing. The 1110 seems to have the edge on the 3617B these 
days, because of the sharper nulls, which are more important to most DXers 
than the slightly greater forward gain of the 361783. Also, the 36178 has a 
boom length of 195 inches--over 16 feet-~as compared to the slightly shorter 
boom on the 1110. It should be pointed out that all broadband antennas are 

a compromise, to some extent. For the ultimate performance on one particular 
channel, you'd get the best results with a yagi cut for that channel, assum- 
ing it was a large, well-designed MATV-quality model, 


Q: "What if you use a low band yagi and a high band yagi for DXing TV? 
Would this work better than a single log-yagi for tne VHF TV channels?" 


A: Chances are your results would be no better than if you used a large top~. 
line log-yagi such as the 3617B. While this sounds as if it should produce 
much better DX performance, there are several things that should be consider- 
ed. First of all, you may lose any gain advantage that separate low- and 
high band yagis give you if you mount them on the same mast, or close to each 
other. Secondly, if you combine the high- and low band antenna outputs, the 
loss in the combiner (insertion loss) may be just enough to make it not 


’ worth the expense and the effort. Single high band log-yagis are great for 


TV DXing, and in many cases will out-perform VHF TV broadband (ch 2-13) log- 
yagis for DXing, but only if you use them properly. If you really get : 
serious about a certain aspect of TV DXing--say high band meteor scatter, for 
example, two highband log-yagis properly stacked are the way to go. Or, if 
you want better tropo results at high band, a single ch 7-13 Log-yagi with a 
low-noise preamp and a separate run (Leee, apart from your low band DX ant- 
enna) of lead-in to your DX receiver will be hard to beat. It should be 
noted that the nulls of a Quantum 1110 are actually sharper, on the high band 
TV channels, than those of a single ten-element high band yagi. A stack of 
high band antennas however, will easily outperform even the best VHF broad- 
band ch 2-13 log yagi antennas. For general VHF TV DXing, it's best to 

start with a ch 2-13 antenna, and upgrade from that.

The 1981 WIFDA convention in Oklahoma City July 31, August 1 and 2 
proved to be a rousing success. 30 club members ventured to the Oklahoma 
capital (total attendance 31) for the annual affair.

{lGditorts “lote: popular request, we present a reprint of ‘ITFDA's puide- 
lines for computing PV-">. distance records and scoreboard tctals. These 
“uidelines last appecred in tre VUD in January of 1978, and are the stan- 
dsrds used by top Dxers in the club. If you claim a distance record, or 
ecunt your staticn tetals, these are the "rules of the game." We invite 
members to discuss these standards; recently, some have proposed modifi- 
cation of ther. In the meantime, here they are, as outlined by Glenn 
Hauser, former U"rDA STAWISTICS editor, and a well-known DXpert. 


-bt) 


lL. A TV stetion received on more than one channet (when it chanzes channels, 
put retains its identity) may be counted once for each channel, ex- 
cluding changes in offset on the same channel. Simultaneous reception 
of the same station on more than one channel is usuatly a receiver prob- 
lem only, thoush you may present evidence to the contrary. An FM station 
may be counted again when it deliberately changes frequencies, or varies 
more than 10u kKz from its normai frequency. The DXer should be certain 
he is not counting receiver images or mixing products. 

2. Stetions operating successively on the same channel ina single city 
that are cleariy unrelated (i.e. with different call letters and a 
hiatus in occupation of the channel, or non-renewal of the first sta- 
tion's license, such as WHDH and WCVS5) are counted as separate stations. 

3. A move ina station's transmitter Iccation does not aliow it to count 

as a new station unless the city of license also changes. Thus, a sta- 

tion starting in a small city and later moving both transmitter and 

identity to a larger city, if received during both phases of operation, 
wili count twice. Stations moving antenna from downtown to suburbs, for 
example, with no change in the city of license, count only once. 

A change in call letters per se is not sufficient reason to count that 

station as new, whether or not a chane of ownership is involved in a 

continuously operating station. Power level or changes in power alone 

shat. have no bearing on these guidelines. 

S. Sharetime stations (oe6g. JPST and WHS) count as one if they share their 
transmitter; individually if they have separate transmitter sites. 

6. DX received via CATV may be covered if the station was received off the 
air on its original frequency at the CATV headend, from which distances 
must be measured. ‘Totals including C:TV should be so specified. 

7. The precise location of the transmitting antenna of the station shall be 
the determining factor in computing the DX path distance and tallying 
the number of political units received. 

8. Verification is not required; however, contributors must be reasonably 
certain that all stations claimed were received. Those totais limited 
to verified only should be labled as such. 

9. DX obtained by recording only, and not witnessed at the actual time of 

reception, is eligible--so long as the contributor himself chose the 

frequency and prepared the recording apparatus. When more than one DXer 
is present at a DX reception, even as a visitor to another DXer's shack, 

only those having an active part in the reception may claim the D%, 

Any station licensed to broadcast on the FI! or TV bands is eligible, but 

transmissions outside the 54-108, 174-216 and 470-89U MHz bands is be- 

yond our scope. Translators and experimental stations, as well as un- 
licensed outlets such as pirates and clandestines, are eligible. Har- 
monics of TV video signals are eligible if they fall within another TV 
pand, and those of fM stations are eligible if the harmonics fall with- 
in tne FH band. 3ut utility stations monitored on FE or TY, and CATV 
radiation, do not ccunt.

The first is the Philips (as in NORELCO) 
PM554, and the second is the German FUBK card (FUBK - -FUNKBETR IEBSKOMMISSION). 


Both are transmitted in PAL colour, ALWAYS THE SAME COLOUR as opposed to 
North America's NTSC, even via sporadic-E at 1100 miles.
